The eight-day Pride event wrapped up yesterday 
with the Halifax Pride Family Picnic on Dartmouth Common. The annual summer¬ 
time event is largest pride festival in Atlantic Canada. 


Films get a boost 

O Calendar sees shooting of five feature films since February and two more for fall 
O Locally produced films and TV shows can reach as high as 80 per cent in Nova Scotia 


While a higher dollar and 
increased competition 
continue to challenge 
Canadian film and televi¬ 
sion production, some 
provinces say they see 
signs of stability thanks to 
enhanced tax credits and a 
strong stable of domestic 
producers. 

Nova Scotia, which typi¬ 
cally ranks fourth in film 
production behind On¬ 
tario, British Columbia 
and Quebec, moved in 
2007 to boost its film tax 


credit to 50 per cent from 
35 per cent. 

The change was made 
as several provinces, in¬ 
cluding P.E.I. and New 
Brunswick, introduced in¬ 
creased tax credits when 
many in the industry were 
ringing alarm bells over 
the impact of a higher 
loonie and fierce competi¬ 
tion from the United 
States. 

Ann Mackenzie, CEO of 
Film Nova Scotia, said the 
benefits of that increase 


were noticeable within the 
next fiscal year. 

“It really kick-started 
2008-09. That year ended 
up being our highest on 
record ... with $150 million 
in production,” said 
Mackenzie. 

Recent numbers re¬ 
leased by the province 
show business declined in 
fiscal 2009-10 to $97 mil¬ 
lion, but that is still well 
above the $75 million reg¬ 
istered in 2007, which was 
the lowest figure in a 


decade. 

However, she believes 
the most recent figures al¬ 
so reveal the strength of 
Nova Scotia’s production 
capacity because over half 
($54 million) was generat¬ 
ed by local producers. 


Mackenzie said the cur¬ 
rent calendar year has 
seen increased activity for 
films. There are also two 
larger budget television se¬ 
ries that are shot in the 
Halifax area.

The sky may have been 
overcast, but those in atten¬ 
dance at the 27th annual 
Africville church service 
didn’t want their day cloud¬ 
ed over by politics. 

Yesterday’s service — 
part of the Africville re¬ 
union weekend — was the 
first since Mayor Peter Kelly 
issued a formal apology to 
citizens of the black com¬ 
munity demolished 
in the 1960s to 
make way for 
the MacKay 
Bridge. 

But Brenda 
Steed-Ross, who 
was 18 when 
Africville was 
stroyed, said the energy at 
the service was the same as 
it was the year before — 
apology or not. 

“Even though the apolo¬ 
gy has come through, our 
spirit has been strong,” she 
said. “Just as strong before 
as it is now.” 

Over 100 people sang, 
clapped and shouted their 
way through the service, 
which was presided over 
by Deacons Stanley 



Carvery and Roberta 
Downey. Rev. Cherylann 
Beals, the pastor at Victo¬ 
ria Road Baptist Church, 
delivered the sermon. 

The service was well-at¬ 
tended by elders of the 
community, old enough to 
remember what the 
grounds used to look like. 
But a large number of 
young people also attended.

“This 
young woman was hysteri¬ 
cal, screaming that her 
friend was in the water 
and drowning.” 

Clement said he rushed 
outdoors to the Muslcolca 
river while his wife and fa- 
ther-in-law grabbed life¬ 
jackets. 

He swam through 
strong river currents and 
was eventually able to 
help her onto her back, al¬ 
lowing her to float down 
shore to be pulled out of 
the water by Clement’s 
wife and father-in-law. 

“Know the water you’re 
in. If you’re not a strong 
swimmer, swim close to 
the shore line, have life 
jackets available.” 

There has been a 
nationwide spike this year 
-just over 200 people 
have drowned across the 
country since January.

Is he better off? 

According to his 
grandmother, he’s 
on heavy doses of 
drugs, some self-ad- 
ministered (she 
says Bayfield wants to add lithi¬ 
um to his medical cocktail); he 
rarely attends classes; and he has 


been what reports call 
“restrained” on at least 10 occa¬ 
sions. Once, he ended up in hos¬ 
pital; more 
recently, he 
claims he was 
beaten for asking 
to go to the wash¬ 
room. 

To complicate 
matters, Bayfield 
has done its best 
to cut the boy off 
from his 

grandparents, re¬ 
fusing some face- 
to-face visits, 
limiting phone 
calls to two, moni¬ 
tored 15-minute 
conversations a 
week and even, at 
one point, imposing a total con¬ 
tact blackout because the grand¬ 
mother was “negative” on the 


phone. How? In one report I saw, 
the monitor complained she 
“asked about his medication 
again, and was more assertive 
that she did not believe he 
should just be taking medication 
whenever he wanted.” 

Last week, Vicki Wood, Nova 
Scotia’s director of child welfare, 
claimed “we make every effort 
to maintain the ties” between 
child and family. Really? 

Wood also said: “There’s a fo¬ 
rum for the family to bring for¬ 
ward their concerns. That would 
be the court, not a press confer¬ 
ence.” 

The problem is Nova Scotia’s 
family court seems like an exten¬ 
sion of community services. 
Community services doesn’t ap¬ 
pear willing to consider alterna¬ 
tives to out-of-province 
institutional treatment.

Tap the potential of

for boy readers

Although often dismissed 
as light and “sub-literate” 
fare, comic books should 
be getting more respect 
from parents and educa¬ 
tors who want to encour¬ 
age boys to read, a new 
report suggests. 

Surveys show that many 
educators consider comics 
unsuitable as reading ma¬ 
terial, says the report re¬ 
leased Wednesday by the 
Canadian Council on 
Learning. 

The article summarizes 
various findings from 
around the world and 
comes to the conclusion 
that comics and graphic 
novels are more than just 
funny books — they have 
untapped potential to im¬ 
prove literacy among 
young males. 

“What we do know is a 
couple things,” Jarrett 


Laughlin, a senior research 
analyst at the council, said 
in an interview. 

“Young boys are gener¬ 
ally less interested in read¬ 
ing and enjoy reading less 
than girls do, which has re¬ 
sulted over the last few 
decades in poorer achieve¬ 
ment in reading for boys.” 

“(This) might be be¬ 
cause their literature inter¬ 
ests are not necessarily 
well represented in 
schools and-or in the 
home.” 

He noted that boys pre¬ 
fer to read fantasy, non-fic¬ 
tion and comic books. 


Three in four boys of ele¬ 
mentary school age report 
reading comic books, com¬ 
pared to only 50 per cent 
of schoolgirls, he added. 

The council’s report 
said that lack of reading 
enjoyment can contribute 
to persistent reading diffi¬ 
culties and an increasing 
disparity between success¬ 
ful and struggling readers. 

If struggling readers 
grow to adulthood without 
the problem being ad¬ 
dressed, they can face con¬ 
sequences in their daily 
lives and in the workplace. 

Laughlin said research 


suggests comic books can 
play a role in improving 
literacy for young boys — 
and educators are begin¬ 
ning to see them as a 
learning tool. 

“They’re supportive and 
helpful for beginning read¬ 
ers, they help improve 
reading development 

among second-language 
learners and those with 
reading difficulties, simply 
as that extra illustration 
helps provide those con¬ 
textual clues when chil¬ 
dren are learning to read.” 

He also lauded the B.C.- 
based non-profit Healthy 
Aboriginal Network, 
which sells comics aimed 
at First Nations youth on 
topics like mental health, 
suicide awareness, drop¬ 
ping out of school and dia¬ 
betes awareness.

Grossing 
out boys is 
the way to 
reach them 

Can fart jokes save the 
reading souls of boys? 

You better hope so. 

Boys have lagged behind 
girls in reading 
achievement for more than 
20 years, but the gender 
gap now exists in nearly 
every state in the U.S. and 
has widened to mammoth 
proportions — as much as 
10 percentage points in 
some, according to the Cen¬ 
ter on Education Policy. 

“It certainly should set 
off alarm bells,” said the 
centre’s director, Jack Jen¬ 
nings. “It’s a significant 
separation.” 

Parents of reluctant 
readers complain that boys 
are forced to stick to stuffy 
required school lists that 
exclude non-fiction or silly 
subjects, or have teachers 
who cater to higher achiev¬ 
ers and girls. They’re hop¬ 
ing books that exploit boys’ 
love of bodily functions 
and gross-out humour can 
close the gap. 

The angst among 
parents, teachers and 
librarians has been met by 
a steady stream of sports 
and historical non-fiction, 
potty humour, bloodthirsty 
vampires and action- 
packed graphic novels, fan¬ 
tasy and 
sleuthing.

She hosted a grossology 
party with slime and an 
armpit noise 
demonstration.

Adding online tie-ins or 
packaged prizes like the 
steady-selling 39 Clues se¬ 
ries has publishers meeting 
young readers halfway. 

Patrick Carman has 
gone a step further with his 
wicked creepy Skeleton 
Creek series from Scholas¬ 
tic. The upper-grade books 
use password-protected 
websites to alternate book 
text and quick fixes of 
shaky, hand-held video. To 
follow the story, reading 
and watching online are 
both required. 

“We’re meeting them 
halfway,” Carman said. “It’s 
the idea that these books 
understand where they’re 
at.”

Many people think energy 
conservation goes out the 
window during a heat 
wave. 

The temperature soars, 
and all the air conditioners 
work overtime. 

Almost all of Canada was 
gripped by sweltering, slug¬ 
gish weather recently, and 
likely will be again before 
the summer ends. 

So here are some expert 
tips on beating the heat — 
without breaking the bank. 

Strategic air 
conditioner use 

“In my home, we close the 
vents in the basement be¬ 
cause it is typically cooler 
there anyway,” says Dave 
Walton, director of home 
ideas for Direct Energy. 

“In a two-storey home, 
most people get a warm 
spot upstairs because cold 
air falls down. So by limit¬ 
ing the number of vents 
that are open, in rooms 


where you don’t really need 
the air conditioning flow¬ 
ing, that will encourage the 
flow of the cold air up to 
the top floor.” 

He also recommends us¬ 
ing a programmable ther¬ 
mostat, which can let your 
home warm up when 
you’re out, reactivating the 
A.C. before you return. 

Blinds and curtains 

“Use your shading and 
drapes strategically, so the 


sides of your home that get 
direct sunlight are protect¬ 
ed,” recommends Simi 
Heer, a Power Smart 
spokesperson at BC Hydro. 

“Drapes can block up to 
65 per cent of the heat that 
would otherwise enter your 
home. If you want, you can 
even take it a step farther 
and install an external 
shade screen on the outside 
of your window. This will 
block up to 95 per cent of 
the heat.”

2001 , a scorching air mass 
stretching all the way back 
to the Great Lakes sizzled 
the Maritimes. According 
to Environment Canada, 
Glace Bay — with a climate 
usually more sub-arctic 
than sub-Saharan — boiled 
up to a searing 35-5 C de¬ 
grees on Aug. 10. 

Home Energy 
Assessments 

“These inspections give 
your a home energy-effi¬ 
ciency rating,” Walton says. 

“The auditor can show 
you where all the air leaks 
are in your home — 
through windows, the un¬ 
derside of doors, things like 
that. The real value here is 
homeowners get a cus¬ 
tomized energy-efficiency 
report for their homes. 
This gives them the oppor¬ 
tunity to make changes and 
improvements.” 

The assessment may 
make you eligible for gov¬ 
ernment energy rebates, as 
well.

Alberto Contador won his 
third Tour de France in four 
years yesterday, heralding 
the arrival of a new cycling 
superstar as seven-time 
champion Lance Arm¬ 
strong competed in the 
race for the last time.
